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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 
NOTE OF MEETING HELD ON 26 SEPTEMBER, TOWN HALL, 7 PK 


The PC is investigating the feasibility of providing low cost 
housing in the parish. They had therefore asked Mrs Pat Phipps of the Housing 
Association to speak to the meeting. Mrs Phipps outlined the system the HA worked 
to. In the first place a village has to assess the actual need for such housing, © 
and this is done by a survey. The second requirement is to find a parcel of cheap 
land, usually agricultural land, which would not normally be able to be used for 
building. The planners would, under the right conditions, give permission for 
building on such land, and it could be bought for that purpose at a lower price 
than ordinary building land. The HA is consulted at this point and applications 
are made to them to take on the project. They then deal with planners, local 
authorities and builders and, in fact, own the properties at that point. Buyers 
have to be local and have a low income. They buy the property by means of a 
mortgage, at a fixed percentage of the value, say 40%. The rest remains the 
property of the HA in perpetuity. At any resale the HA sells to the next buyer, 
again at 40% of the value of the property, although revaluation takes place, and 
the actual price of the house may have increased. The Parish Council undertook to 
organise a parish survey. 

Neighbourhood Watch PUBLIC MEETING, WINDMILL CENTRE, 19 OCTOBER 7.30 PM. See’ p.3. 
Burial Grounds Estimate for a notice board (boy-proof) had been received at £228. 
The PC suggested another estimate might be asked for. 

Cllr Reed asked for a sight of the Contract of Sale of the 
land, and a long discussion followed. Cllr Reed did not agree that the discussion 
of this subject should be deferred for six months. But in view of a 50/50 vote at 
the last meeting, this was unavoidable. It was finally agreed that the Contract 
Document should be made available to Cllr Reed. 

Trust It was announced that Mr Berridge, Sir Brian Kellett 
and Gp Capt Marmion had been elected to be Trustees. The voting turn-out was very 
poor. Only 200 of the 1300 villagers voted (see page 3). There then followed a 
secret ballat to elect the three PC members who would be Trustees until May 1994. 
The result of the ballot is as follows: Cllrs Stevens, Oddy and Todd. The PC 
will act as Agent for the Trust until the Trustees are formally approved. 
Allotments Clir Stevens drew attention to the fact that there were a number of 
allotments to let (see page 3). There had been several requests for the provision 
of water, but since the land was rented for only 6 months at a time, it was thought 
prudent to investigate the negotiating of a new contract with the landlords first. 
In the meantime estimates would be asked for from the Waterboard as to cost. 

A423 There was again concern over the number of accidents on this road, and its 
dangers. This matter had come before the Highways Department time after time, year 
after year, to no effect. Conditions should improve when the appropriate section 
of the M40 is opened, and the A423 is de-trunked. Matter was deferred until then. 
Planning The matter of the Solar Designs' application was discussed again. There 
was some disagreement about last meeting's report to the planners, which did not

EDITORS' NOTE At an extraordinary meeting of the PC on 5 September, the sole 
agenda item was consideration of Solar Designs’ Planning Applications 587/90 
(Single Storey Extenston) and 588/90 (Portacabin). Cllr Todd declared a non- 
pecuniary interest and had the right to speak but not vote. Councillors visited 
the Solar Designs site immedtately before the meeting. The Chairman opened by 
welcoming members of the public. It was recognised that this Application was 
unusually controversial, and he asked that Council should take an impartial, 
objective and long term view. In the course of the subsequent discussion, extracts 
were read from letters by two residents, by the owner of Solar Designs and by their 
Marketing Director. The points made in discussion are summarised in two pages 
attached to the official minutes, available for inspection in Deddington Library.

PUBLIC PARTICIPATION AT COUNCIL MEETINGS The Parish Council have agreed that 


there should be an opportunity for parishioners to address questions or 
information to the Council. From October this will be at the end of an Ordinary 
Meeting: questions or information should of course be related ta the Council's 
functions: it would be helpful if the nature of the question or information 
could be given in advance. Anyone who wishes to take this opportunity should ~ 
contact the Clerk (Mrs H Moreton 38468) well in advance of the Meeting. 


A number of people have in the past made enquiries about 
the establishment of a Neighbourhood Watch Scheme here: we have arranged for a 
Public Meeting to discuss this, at the Windmill Centre, on Friday 19 October at 
7.30 pm. The Scheme involves 
- encouraging a ‘community spirit'; being observant; keeping an eye on 
neighbours' property if they are out or away; reporting anything odd to the 
Police; but NOT patrolling the roads: 
~ marking valuables with postcode or other identification, using ultraviolet 
pens. The police will give guidance: 
- obtaining advice on security against burglary. 


This is a RESIDENTS scheme; the police will help to establish and maintain it, 
but the onus is on the community. 


At the meeting on 19 October, the Police Liaison Officer will explain the scheme 
in detail, and I hope that many people will come, and be prepared to take part. 

Even if you cannot attend on that night, please let us know of your willingness 
to help. 


LOCAL HOUSING The council will be conducting a survey of Housing Needs in the 
parish, as part of an attempt to create ‘low-cost’ housing. All households will 
receive a questionnaire: please complete it carefully and return: if you find 
difficulty, please contact your nearest councillor.

FROM MR JOHN WEBBER, ST JOHN'S WAY, HEMPTON - RE AYNHO STATION... 

In the Parish Council report (D.N. Sept issue] you mention the suggestion that 
Aynho Station might be re-opened. But which Aynho Station? There were of course 
two, both closed in the 1960s. The original “Aynho for Deddington" station was 
beside the Great Western Arms on the Banbury-Oxford-London line and opened in the 
1850s when the railway was built. “Aynho Park", formerly "Aynho Platform" stood 
on the embankment on the 'new line’, the shart cut to speed London-Birmingham 
services via Bicester and High Wycombe, which was completed in 1910. 


In recent years the Euston route, via Rugby carries the fastest Birmingham-London 
trains, and most of the Intercity trains travelling between Banbury and Oxford 
are bound for the South Coast, with a London connection at Oxford or Reading. 
There are also ‘Network Express' trains to Paddington and a rather sparse local 
service calling at the remaining village stations - Kings Sutton, Heyford and 
Tackley. These locals could call at Aynho if platforms were reinstated on both 
sides to serve both tracks. 


However, Network South east is spending a great deal on improving and upgrading 
the Banbury-Bicester-High Wycombe-London Marylebone route and new trains will be 
delivered in the next. year to replace the 30+ year ald units currently in use. As 
the line through the Aynho Park Station site has been singled, only one platform 
would be required and it would be possible to make use of the improved regular 
direct service froma local railhead, rather than having to travel "back" six 
miles to Banbury, or more likely, drive all the way! 


FROM MRS S A GIBBS, HEMPTON ROAD, DEDDINGTON - RE SOLAR DESIGNS 

When I first moved to Deddington nine years ago, I was told by several 
Deddingtonians that it was a town not a village and in recent years it has 
certainly become a busier place with new shops and offices. As I have to work, I 
was pleased to be given a job at Solar Designs, which meant that I did not have 
to travel to Oxford or Banbury in search of work, which these days must be a very 
long and stressful business. 


I understand that there are objections to the expansion of Solar Designs by 
neighbouring householders, some of whom have had the benefits of Deddington in 
the past and now seem to want to stop it having a future. I think we are lucky 
to have a place of employment such as Solar Designs which offers such a wide 
range of skills and opportunities and I am sure the shops and occasionally the 
pubs! benefit too. The Fire Service certainly does, 


I think we have to think of the younger members of the community and after 
attaining our right to retire in comfort should then not selfishly ignore others 
trying to do the same. 


FROM MRS L A HUMPHRIES, HIGH STREET DEDDINGTON - RE SOLAR DESIGNS 

As an employee of Solar Designs for 9 years, I feel that I had to write and say 
that Solar Designs is the ideal local employer for married women with young | 
children, because they can drop the children off at school on their way to work 
and collect them on the way home. Also they are allowed the time off for school 
holidays. With the interest rates at the present time, these married women find 
it is essential for them to work, and Solar Designs' flexible working hours means 
that the women can work to help subsidise the family budget and at the same time 
still be home to look after the children before and after school. Solar also 
have quite a percentage of outworkers, giving further employment for those who 
cannot go out to work. The remainder of the staff who are employed are the young 
of the village, who would otherwise have to travel to Banbury etc and perhaps in 
time be forced to leave Deddington altogether to cut down on cost of transport

{ wonder how much of the objections ta Solar Designs expansion is laid down to 
jealousy, and that if the boot was on the other foot, and it was the objectors 
that were running the business, how they would feel if people kept trying to 
block their development? 


Where I work at Solar Designs, it is right next to a window which overlooks the 
car park and I have to say that I don't notice the cars going in and out, so they 
can't be that disruptive. 


If Solar Designs were forced to move, nat only would a lot of local people become 
unemployed but also the local shops would suffer because a lot of Solar Designs 
employees go to the shops to buy things for their lunch, and with the financial 
climate being as it is at the present time, no business can afford to lose trade. 
Enough shops in the village have already closed. It would be a great pity and 
would cause great hardship to a lot of people if any more shops were to close. 


Another aspect to cansider is the Fire Service It is well known that three Solar 
Designs employees are retained firemen. Without these men the fire service would 
not be able to turn out. The implications of this speak for themselves. 


Surely an agreement can be reached to satisy all residents. 


FROM MR A HUMPHRIES, HIGH STREET, DEDDINGTON - RE SOLAR DESIGNS 

Being Deddington born and bred and therefore a resident of 44 years standing, I 
feel I must write regarding the Solar Designs issue. They are the biggest 
employers ever to be in the village,and it seems a pity that they are not allowed 
to expand. I am sure that with some careful planning and screening, things would 
not be too intrusive on the neighbours. 


I wonder how many of the true Deddingtonians are against Solar Designs. Not many 
I would think, and I can't help but think that if the local people had abjected - 
to the late Mr French's farm yard being developed into housing, then there would: 
not have been anyone on the one side to complain. (I don't think the cows would 
have minded who was next door). As for someone counting the cars going in and 
out, I feel sorry that they haven't got anything better to do. If Mr Allen had 
been allowed to do what he wanted to do some time ago and tarmac the lane down to 
the Castle Grounds in order to facilitate car parking, then perhaps there would 
have been less cars to count. 


A good number of organisations in the village have benefited from Mr Allen's 
generosity in the way of raffle prizes etc. [I am sure that they must be very 
grateful that Solar Designs are in the village. 


I must also look at the situation in my capacity as Officer in Charge of the 
local Fire Service, because out of the 5 personnel who man the fire engine in the 
day time, 3 are employed by Solar Designs, and who due to Mr Allen's goad nature 
are allowed to leave their work to attend fires, Without these 3, the fire 
engine would not able to turn out in the day time. Therefore, I can't help but 
wonder how the objectors would feel if they were to have a fire at one of their 
houses and because Solar Designs had been forced to leave the village there were 
not enough firefighters to man the fire engine, and it took 20 minutes to half an 
hour for the next nearest fire engine to arrive, by which the time the house 
could nearly have burnt down. 


With the afore in mind, I would urge people not be so short sighted.

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DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 


According to Buffy Heywood, of Deddington Manor, the main item of interest in the 

diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for October 1840 is the ox roasting. This is all 
that 1s left of what H M Colvin in his History of Deddington tells us was "a third 
fair on 11th October, the day after Old Michaelmas, initiated in 1780. when the 


Bailiff gave notice that there would be a 


‘statute fair for hiring servants and 


buying and selling cattle, to be cantinued annually’. An ox was roasted whole in 
the Market Place,and thus became a regular feature of the October fair, the meat 


being sold in shilling or sixpenny platefuls. 


Beef and beer were also distributed 


free to all who patronised the six principal public houses. This ‘ox roasting and 
hiring fair' was discontinued some time in tke middle of the 19th century,” 


Oth October - A most beautiful day, the anniversary of our Wedding Day, the 12th. 
Alth October - Robert ‘(aged 4) went to Church tn the afternoon for the first time, 


he behaved pretty well. 


12th October - The anniversary of the ox roasting - an ox and a sheep were both 


roasted. 


24th October - A fox made his appearance in the pleasure grounds today about 
1 o'clock, having been disturbed as we supposed by the Aynho Harriers. 


DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


FIRE CALLS During the last month the Station has responded to 31 calls, which 
were 3 road traffic accidents, 1 car fire, 1 house fire, 2 grass fires, 3 stubble 


fires, 1 fire at Smiths Scrap Yard, 


1 call to some glassfibre moulds on fire at 


Duns Tew Sand Pits, 1 excavator on fire at Banbury Business Park, 1 small fire at 
Godswell House, Bloxham, 1 call to rubbish on fire at Home Farm, Clifton Road, 
which resulted in 3 of us being taken to hospital due to the inhalation of nitrous 
fumes, 4 false alarms with good intent, 6 false alarms on automatic systems, 3 
malicious false alarms, and 3 calls to stand by at other fire stations. This 
brings the total number of calls to 239 so far this year. 

TRAINING Simon Cook has successfully completed his Induction Training and he is 


now able to turn out to calls. 


RECRUITING Although we now have 5 personnel responding to calls in the daytime, 
we still require more, ideally 3 more, because it takes 6 to man a fire engine 
fully, but when holidays and sickness are taken into account, even with 8 
contracted to turn out in the daytime it would not be very often that more than 6 
would respond.
